Cerasus sargentii ranges from Sakhalin, 
Ussuri to Korean Peninsula and Japan 
(Hokkaido, Honshu and Shikoku). In 1999 
Mr. Osamu Akimoto found this flower 
cherry at Mt. Mukouzaka-yama in the Shira- 
iwa-yama Mountain Group in the central 
mountainous region of Miyazaki Prefecture 
in Kyushu. The flower cherry belongs to 
Cerasus sargenti having sticky bud scales, 
glabrous inflorescences without peduncles, 
reddish leaves when sprout, gloss barks with 
numerous lenticels standing side by side 
densely. This locality is the Southern limit of 


the species. Comapring with the type variety 
it differs by a different combinations of sev- 
eral characters: the pedicels are long, up to 
3.5 cm long, the calyx has a cylindrical tube 
and acute tipped, subulate-triangular lobes, 
and the petals have a cuneate base. By these 
different tendencies it is regarded as a new 
variety. Var. akimotoi is proposed here. The 
epithet is dedicated to Mr. Osamu Akimoto, 
who has found this flower cherry and made 
effort to conserve the nature and its 
biodiversity of the mountainous range named 
Kiritachigoe including Mt. Shiraiwa-yama, 
the type locality of the flower cherry.

Hydrocotyle pseudoconferta Masam. has 
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been frequently confused with H. javanica 
Thunb. However, the former has smaller leaf 
blades (0.7- 3 cm long and wide), shorter 
petioles (generally 0.7- 2 cm, rarely up to 5 
cm long) and stems and petioles densely 
clothed with divergently crisped hairs. In the 
latter, leaf blades are 2.5- 7 cm long, peti¬ 


oles are 3-7 cm long in lower leaves, 0.7- 3 
cm long in upper ones, stems and petioles 
are glabrous or sparsely clothed with de- 
pressed short hairs. They seems to be ade- 
quate to be treated as distinet species.
